Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1957. 


During  the  year  there  were  no  spectacular  happenings.  The  vital 
statistics  show  little  variation  from  last  year,  or  from  the  national 
figures.  We  must  not  lose  sight,  however,  that  we  are  dealing  with 
relatively  small  numbers. 

Slum  Clearance  and  re-housing  are  the  greatest  public  health 
problems  facing  us  in  this  area  and  in  this  inspect  the  Council  has 
tackled  the  problem  in  an  energetic  and  realistic  manner,  which 
does  great  credit  to  so  small  an  authority.  Much  preparatory  work 
has  been  done  and  next  year  will  certainly  see  blocks  of  flats 
started,  if  not  completed,  on  cleared  slum  sites. 


Last  year,  I  reported  the  formation  of  the  Hove,  Portslade 
and  Southwick  Joint  Committee  on  atmospheric  pollution.  This 
committee  decided  to  instal  gauges  for  the  measurement  of  grit  and 
sulphur  dioxide  at  the  following  sites: -

These  sites  were  chosen  with  the  help  and  advice  of  the  Department 
of  Industrial  and  Scientific  Research.  The  results  of  the  first  year1 s 
observation  were  generally  better  than  the  average  for  the  country  and 
the  results  point  to  the  fact  that  the  domestic  rather  than  the  industrial 
chimney  is  the  worst  culprit.  It  is  hoped  that  these  investigations  will 
continue . 

2. 


The  large  number  of  elderly  people  in  the  district  still  bring  their 
problems,  particularly  those  who  are  bedridden  and  those  living  alone.  The 
various  authorities  concered  with  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  work  in  closest 
co-operation  and  I  am  confident  that  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  existing 
facilities.  This  Council  has  done  a  great  deal  for  the  aged  by  providing 
special  accommodation  in  the  way  of  flats  and  bungalows  and  in  ever 
readiness  to  help  voluntary  organisations.  An  example  of  the  latter  was 
in  the  help  given  to  the  West  Sussex  Housing  Society  when  they  were  acquiring 
and  equipping  "Romans"  a  home  for  21  able-bodied  elderly.  This  home  has 
been  an  unqualified  success  and  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  district. 

Towards  the  end  of  1957  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  we 
had  an  epidemic  of  Asian  Influenza,  This  epidemic  which  started  in  S.W. 

China  in  February  1957,  spread  right  across  the  world  in  six  months.  The 
epidemic  received  a  vast  amount  of  publicity  and  consequently  more  alarm 
than  the  severity  of  the  epidemic  would  justify. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Committee  members  for  their 
unfailing  support  which  has  made  my  task  considerably  easier  and  Mr,  T.A, 
Eardley  for  his  co-operation.

SECTION  III 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Hospitals 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
"by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients. 
Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in 
certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All 
types  of  cases  are  thus  provided  for  -  medical,  surgical, 
maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those  requiring  sanatorium 
or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

Nursing 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council 
to  serve  in  the  area.  Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of 
these  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Halls, 
or  Offices  of  local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester. 

Ambulance  Service 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  county.  Calls  for 
an  ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance 
on  the  case,  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents 
or  other  emergencies. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital,  Eastern  Road,  Brighton  7  carries  out  all  public 
health  work  for  the  Countil,  including  examinations  of  water, 
milk  and  ice-creams,  ear  nose  and  throat  swabs,  specimens  of 
excreta  and  bacteriological  examination  of  food.
